Is Cuba Still Armed? 


There’s nothing new in the report that 
Soviet Russia still is hiding missiles in 
caves and other underground sites in Cuba. 
But its repetition by what are described 
as 
“authoritative” Washington sources 
contains possible significance. 
Cuban 
exile organizations 
long have 
warned that Soviet Premier Khrushcnev’s 
ostensible retreat was a ruse. The Cuban 
Student 
Directorate 
in Miami said 
a 
month ago that the dismantled bases were 
dummies and the real sites were under­ 
ground silos concealed from aerial sur­ 
veillance. 
Exiles ask why the Russians made no at­ 
tempt to camouflage the supposed missile 
sites they later dismantled at U. S. insis­ 
tence. Did the Russians want to mak e dis­ 
covery of these sites easy in order to 
throw the U.S. off the scent? Exiles sug­ 
gest as much. 
Whatever the authenticity of sucn sug­ 


gestions, the appearance of published mis­ 
givings under the Washington dateline re- 
reflects possible anxiety in official circles. 
A reason for deepening suspicion is the 
continued presence of Soviet troops in 
Cuba. 
Khrushchev earlier explained the 
pre­ 
sence of Soviet “technicians” by saying 
they were needed to man the missile sites. 
Their continued presence suggests the con­ 
tinued presence of the missiles. Under the 
reported 
agreement 
between President 
Kennedy and Khrushchev the Russians 
and their weapons are supposed to be out 
of Cuba by Dec. 20. 
The administration may discover it ov­ 
ersold 
its 
purported 
“victory” 
ov e r 
Khrushchev when it said the President’s 
f.rm 
action had eliminated the Cuban 
threat. The widely supported earlier show 
of strength was allowed to subside in pro­ 
tracted negotiations. 


Wheat Battle in Making 


A major, perhaps climactic, fight is 
shaping up over the U. S. farm program. 
Ranged on one side of the battlefield will 
be the Farm Bureau. It is about to launch 
an all-out fight to persuade farmers to re­ 
ject the proposed supply-management con­ 
trols program for 19 64. The vote on this 
will come next summer. 
On the other side will be various other 
farm organizations the Farmers Union, 
the Grange, the Kansas Association of 
Wheat Growers. They favor the program 
due to go into effect in 19 64, or some var­ 
iation of it. 
The Farm Bureau may have a good 


chance of winning. Just a few week s ago 
farmers voted to accept tight government 
controls by an eyelash—68.4 per cent, with 
a 66.7 per cent v ot e needed for tne con­ 
trols to go into effect. The AFB figures 
next time there should be little difficulty 
in defeating the program. 
The program being considered, and even 
that in effect now, is so complex that pro­ 
bably few farmers really understand it — 
let alone anybody else. It is a real zany. 
This is another reason why the certificate 
(or “two-price” ) program for 19 64 may 
go down to defeat.

klong life. 
An early morning market trip 
means just that, but for river-go­ 
ing grocers, not customers. Klong 
dwellers — those who live along­ 
side the canals — shop at home: 
market boats bring country-grown 
vegetables and fruit house to house 
for quick sales. 
The houses cling to banks along 
the narrow waterways, doors open, 
laundry on the porch, each house

Then come the waterborne gro­ 
cery stores laden with fruit and 
vegetables: tiny, straw berry-flav­ 
ored bananas, huge pineapples m d 
oranges, 
tangerines,

PALM BEACH,

John (Jake the B arber) F actor, a 
one-time Chicago underworld fig­ 
ure 
turned 
philanthropist, 
has 
been granted a Christm as pardon 
by President Kennedy. 
This apparently wipes the slate 
clean for Factor, 70, who turned 
from a barbering career to the 
m ore exciting world peopled by 
Al Capone and Roger Touhy. 
The pardon, first applied for in 
1958, clears away a 1943 convic­ 
tion for mail fraud and evidently 
will put an end to the govern­ 
m ent’s attem pt to have Factor de­ 
ported to his native England. 
"I am very surprised and g rate­ 
ful,” 
Factor 
said 
Tuesday 
at 
Palm Springs, Calif., "I hope I 
have earned it. It is a wonderful 
Christm as present and I believe 
justice has been done.” 
The pardon was signed Monday 
by Kennedy at his vacation head­ 
quarters. 
Factor was paroled from the 
Federal Correctional Institution at 
Sandstone, 
Minn., in 
1949 after 
serving six years of a 
10-year 
sentence. 
F actor gained national attention 
in 1933 when he charged he had 
been kidnapped by Touhy, a pro­ 
hibition beer baron. Touhy was 
sentenced to 99 years on kidnap 
charges, 
paroled 
after

ment building days later.
